GOOD OCEAN GOERS 


The Admiralty Hopes to Keep 


Ahead of Nations in the 


Race for Power. 


LONDON, Sept. 9. — Heroic efforts 


are being made .by the British admir- 
alty to outclass any ottier power in 
the world In the number and effic- 
iency of submarine vessels. 


The most modern submarines now- 


being built here, known officially as 
the.."E" class, displace 800 tons; they. 
are in fact, though not In name, small 
cruisers, capable of traveling either on 
the surface or. under the water. 


They are 176 feet long, 
with 
a 


maximum. breadth of. 23 feet. 
In the 


original type of submarine, the speed. 
both" on and under- the-- water, was 
slow, but, aa a result' of the co-oper- 
ation of the Admiralty with Messrs.

Strength of Country. 


GERMANY PLEASED 


WITH RIVAL'S PLIGHT 


Kaiser's Subjects Think They 


See Beginning of Britain's 


Commercial Doom. 


LONDON, Sept. .g.-rlt "Is a very seri- 


ous crisis England Is passing through at 
present. 
The ' havop wrought, by 
the 


great strike of sailors and firemen, dur- 
ing the coronation .is as nothing com- 
pared to the great strikes .of dockers and 
railroad men that, followed arid which 
ended in victory for the workers. Out 
of this victory arose the. present 'situa- 
tion, which, threatens British shipping and 
Industry in the most alarming manner. 


The demand for higher wages • is like 


an epidemic among the British workers 
who, 
encouraged by the,success of the 


recent strikes, with enthusiasm: stop ilie 
Industries in which they are1, employed 
and with evident. Ipy ;.attack; policemen 
and oppose the troops. 


With unconcealed joy' a -certain part 


of-the German press has watched recent 
events in England, a country which for 
years has been Germany's'.only dreaded 
rival, and which only a few 'weeks ago 
prevented her from humiliating ' France. 
The strikes have revealed to the world 
Jhe weakness 'of the British empire and 
never again, the German jingo* press an- 
nounces, is the German eagle to allow 
Itself to be intimidated by the British 
lion.

The capers in the great industrial 
centers of Germany are jubilant because 
the strikes are sapping the strength 'of 
British industry,-. which already had all 
It could do to hold.1 its own In competi- 
tion with the German. 


During .the last generation British In- 
dustry has bean gradually, forced to the 
wall everywhere by the smart, energetic, 
frugal Germans, who have understood how 
to manufacture ~:'thousands of 'necessary 
articles a little' more elegant ahd"Cheap- 
ei" than .the. English..' It. will. :then be a 
very severe' test for the British industry 
suddenly: to have to shoulder 
heavier 


burdens, not only In the shops of .higher 
wages,' but also • of Increased .. domestic 
freight rates. Many are the captains of 
Industry In England, therefore, who hold 
that Great Britain stands face to face 
with a great "catastrophe,-that many fac- 
tories and corporations will have to shut 
down, • simply-' .because they are unable 
to continue with profit, under the new 
conditions. 


^ .In English, industrial: circles the Lib- 
eral government'is-'being' sharply -criti- 
cized"- because>it • did-.-not: at once'.;crush 
the strike tendencies with an iron hand. 
Serious accusations are raised against 
the government because it, for party rea- 
sons, dares not opp'os^ the labpr party. 


It la _ a very grave question, however^ 


whether stern jrepfIsals' would' have dbne 
any good, or If they would not rather 
have tended to Increase the. calamity. It 
is. very, easy to'talk about "crushing" 
the workers by the use of police -and 
troops, but the results that, follow such 
"crushing" on the' part' of a' government 
are very seldom gratifying. 


ENGLAND FACES 'CRI3IS. 


That, the condition In England .1.3.: very 


serious anybody, .must.. acknowledge, but 
the question Is whether the responsibil- 
ity for the miseries must not be' sought 
elsewhere,, but in the love of grumbling 
and.' cupidity -of . the,.; -workingmen., -"The 
sins of the past many _lmpartial "observ- 
ers hera willingly "admit are -.to. blame 
for, most of the. miseries of the present 
crisis. While all the; rest of the world 
progressed, England alone remained sta- 
tionary, especially industrially,- and per- 
mitted herself to be left hopelessly .far, 
behind. In .the modern race of industrial 
and commercial competition in .which the 
Germans easily, got head and neck; ahead-: 
of all other European nations, England" 
felt too proud to take part, but remalned.- 
satlsfied In llvlng'bn her old traditions.. 
Now the'scales are falllng'from 'our eyes 
and we are suddenly beginning, to realize 
that these, our old traditions, are old- 
fashioned and worn out, that, like China, 
we have-beeti asleep on "our little islarid- 
and the result: is that British industry, 
commerce and shipping are not strongly 
enough prepared to meet the demands of 
modern times'in regard to higher wages'. 
This is the real crisis in English 
-com- 
mercial life at "present and It is a crisis 
which Is -of the. utmost' seriousness :and" 
importance.

In this particular case, a, foreigner, a laborer, was 
using a hammer and chisel" on a piece of concrete. A 
small piece of the substance struck the man in the 
eye eventually causing him. to lose the sight of it. 
The employer paid the man's wages and the doctor's 
bill while he was disabled and then offered him other 
-work.. At this juncture the lawyer appeared on the 
scene.—He coaxed and .persuaded the man to bring a 
damage suit for $5000 on the ground that the tools 
he was working with were-defective. The man was 
"finally persuaded to 'do so,'he to get $3000 and the 
lawyer $2000 in the event the case was won, the attor- 
ney paying all expenses besides. After suit was filed 
the lawyer waited on the employer and his attorney to 
see what kind, of a ^compromise could be made; .A 
thousand dollars was offered... This was declined and 
the suit pressed. Recently a jury decided the case in. 
favor of the-employer. The man, of course, lost all 
chances of working for that employer again. A few 
days ago when'the man found;out his .lawyer had 
refused to accept a compromise1 of $1000 without, con- 
sulting'him -i?e. decided to go; a-gunmng, with the re-

purely on commercial itonsiderations*. Tha 
travel and traffic betWeen other cities in 
England and France, are enormous, but 
It is recognized that .both would be very 
much greater if the stormy sea passage 
across tha 
English 
channel 
could b« 


avoided. Short as the voyage across the 
channel It, It Is proverbially uncomfortable 
for landsmen, and without doubt many 
travelers are deterred from making th», 
trip by fear of the Inevitable mal-de-mer. 


All freight must also be transported In 


shipping across the channel, which Is both 
a slower, as well as more costly, process 
than, would be through shipment via th» 
proposed tunnel. Whl!o such an enter- 
prise would entail .a large investment and 
•would present some engineering difficul- 
ties, It Is not a more dlffffieult undertak- 
ing than the tunneling under the Alps or 
the extensive tunneling under the rivers 
surrounding New York. . Since the mili- 
tary opposition to the tunnel has been 
abated It is certain to.be built sooner or 
later as a: commercial necessity, as there 
is no getting over the fact that the pres- 
ent system Is primitive and restrictive to 
traffic.—New Orleans Picayune.

Mr; George points out that the.scale-of wages on English rail- 


roads has remained practically unchanged for. over ten years. Dur- 
ing the same period the cost of living has increased fully 50 per 
cent. 
Clothes cost "more and the general conditions, of life are 


harder for the laboring man. No account has been taken of his 
wants; andXeedsv:- The advance-in the price of -food and clothes.-.has" 
had the effect of reducing iiis wages and" lowering the" standard of 
comfort for hlsVwife-and children:! What he formerly bought for a 
shilling costs him eighteen pence, while the hours of labor remain 
the same.. 


The effect of a standing wage scale and a steady rise in the 


price .of food and clothing .was to; reduce a poorly paid class .to a 
condition approaching starvation. It was unfair and unjust, and it 
was "inhumane since it caused, untold suffering and hardship. The 
wages paid to certain classes of laborers were in fact starvation 
wages. Men who received twenty shillings! a''week for the\ hardest 
kind of work were-compelled to pay from "two to three shillings a 
;We,ek for;.the;.rent:of a miserable hut or a still rnqre;miserable tene->! 
ment. With what was left the laborer had.to.feed and clo'thejhim- 
self and family.

in England and 


Wales.

LONDON. Sept. 0.—Fewer people than 


M-er, in proportion to the population, are 
getting married in England and Wales. 
In his Quarterly return, issued yesterday, 
the registrar-general states that -in the 
Jrs.t three months of this .year, the .mar- 
riages of 89,506 persons .were registered, 
being- equal, to. an annual rate of 10.0 
persons married . per 1000 of the esti- 
mated population, against an average 
rate of 11.4 per 1000 In the first quarter 
of the tea years, 1901-10. 
Of counties 


with populations exceeding- 100,000 Buck- 
inghamshire, with 7.2, had 
the- lowest 


rate, and Northumberland, with 11.3, the 
highest. 
London's rate was 11.5. 


The births dealt with in the report are 


those for the second quarter of the year. 
They numbered .220,777,. an<j were in the 
proportion of 25.0 annually per 1000 of 
the population. 


This- is 3.0 per 10.00 below the mean 


rate in. the ten preceding second quar- 
ters. 
The natural increase of population 


last quarter by excess of 'btrths 
over 


deaths was 105,793, against 122,782, 111,- 
987 and 119,161 in ' the second quarters 
of 1908, 1900 and 1910, respectively! 


While the natural increase of popula- 


tion declines, emigration grows. 
In the 


three months ending June.SQ, of the pas- 
sengers, stated to be of British nation- 
ality, the departures exceeded tho arriv- 
*ls by 75,384 persons, an increase of 6.4 
per cent, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of the-previous year.

Count Roniker's case has assumed new 


aspects since the murder was reported. 
Greed of gold was supposed to 
have 


prompted tho profligate count to entice 
his IS-year-old brother-in-law into fur- 
nished room of shady reputation thickly 
hurig with carpets and portieres, where 
he is alleged to have beaten him- on the 
head with a knuckle breaker. The boy 
evidently defended himself with almost 
frantic despair, for. the. hangings In the 
little apartment were covered with blood, 
and his body bore seventeen wounds. 


RONIKER SUSPECTED AT ONCE.. 


When the body was found two <3ays 


afterwards the boy's own parents and 
nearly all Count Roniker's friends^ de- 
clared

count's reputation is none of the best,

evil, though fascinating expression. His 
gallantry had become notorious, and it 
soon became evident tha.t some society 
woman had also visited the- .scene of the 
murder, either before or.

Roniker made no 
secret of the fact; but refused to give 
the woman's name. 


"I would rather die under this stigma 


than reveal her name," was the only 
answer the examining magistrate could 
jet from him "The lady Is mixed up In

charge. But she is a married woman, 
and" her honor must come before all 
things." 


His wife, who Is de'voted to him ana

LONDON, Sept.. 9—Sir Harry John- 


ston in the English Contemporary Re- 
view, considers Vnat may be the future 
of tho human race in "a thoughtful . ar- 
ticle entitled, "Racial Problems and the 
Congress of Races." In the intermarriage 
of races Sir Harry sees nothing which Is 
not to be expected and even, .In certain 
cases, to be hoped for, and he brings for- 
ward as a point the fact that there is 
no such thing as a pure .white race. In 
part he says:

"So far as we can read prehistory anc 


history, the Caucasian race 
seems to 


stand revealed as the redeemer of the 
world, the creator of Palaeolithic, Neo- 
lithic, and early Metal-age civilization.' 
Discussing inter-marriages between white 
and black,.

"There: !s a far greater "tendency to 


inter-mixture in this direction

countries) than there is between colored 
men and white women. We white men 
are, or affect to be, shocked at the lat 
ter, while wo shrug our shoulders at thi 
former, and with some justice, for the 
colored woman, by union with the white 
man is raised more or less to his stan 
dard of living, which is a superior one 
whereas, the white woman marrying th 
colored man is In her new surrounding 
sometimes brought to a jlower level o 
life.

A collector'for the New York aqua- 
rium who went lately to Key West to 
gather specimens of fishes from the 
waters thereabout took along with 
him on a steamer fourteen large fish 
cans- in which, to bring his collected 
stock home anrl four floating: fish cars 
to keep his stock in while he was 
gathering It. An air pump was also 
part of his equipment, this for aera- 
ting tho water in tanks containing- fish 
if that should be necessary. 


As is the case In the West Indies and 
all through' those latitudes the fisher- 
men at Key West bring their, fish -in 
alive and kill them only when they 
are sold. 
They-f.se some fish- traps, 
.but they fish mostly with hook and 
line, using crawfish for bait. What- 
ever fish. they catch they drop In the 
wells ot* their smacks. All the" smacks 
"have "wells. 


There are. two fish markets at Key 
West wharves at which the fishermen 
tie up when they come in. A few of 
the fishermen make longer trips, tying 
.up at one 
of 
the markers for the 
morning' or for the afternoon trade, 
The morning market opens at 4 a. m. 
and the greater number of people, buy 
then, between the hours of 4 and 7 a. 
m., with a-few scattering: along till 0 
o'clock. The afternoon market is be- 
tween -4 and 5 p. ml 


To these markets housewives come 
in person or they send their servants. 
These buyers may buy always of the 
same fisherman or they may shop. A 
buyer walking along the line of boats 
will stop at one and say to the-fisher- 
man:

OHIOANS TELLTHESE VERY ANCIENTSNAKE STORIES 


The first serpent of Its race which 


started out by destroying the prospects 
of the whole human family in the- Gar- 
den of Eden, the 
MIdgard serpent of 


Norse mythology, and the almost equally 
ancient sea serpent of periodical bath- 
ing place notoriety have-perhaps stlmu- 
lated""more imaginations tltisn any other 
individuals of their species, but none of 
them has anything to do wfth one flne 
collection' of snake stories which 
Is 


familiar to every student of Ntorth Amer- 
ican mythology. 


These stories began 1500 or perhaps 


2000 years back, when the parent stock 
of all the Algonklan tribes still lived up 
In Canada north of the Strait of Mack- 
inac and most of the Iroquolan family- 
lived north of the St. Lawrence. 


The country south of "the' lakes, the 


Ohio vailey, was the abiding place of 
a tribe of serpents of tremendous size, 
who when not doing business -elsewhere 
were likely to appear suddenly and" un- 
expectedly In the Algonklan or .the *Ii 
quolan country, to the consternation .of 
the peaceful human inhabitants. Some- 
times a single serpent would - come roll- 
ing across the country, liis head stick- 
ing UD like a factory chimney above the 
top 'of the tallest forest,. and sometimes 
a party of them made day and njght 
hideous for the wretched villagers, whom 
they regarded as suitable fare. 


The first of these invaders, according 


to one Alsonkian story, desired to de- 
stroy^ all human beings out of pure un- 
adulterated cussedness, a. trait showing" 
his "close relationship to the serpent of 
the Cardan of "Eden.' Not satisfied, ap- 
parently, with his own. swallowing- ca- 
pacity for that purpose, he brought with 
aim an undescribed. monster, three other 
Individuals of unclassified kind, and a 
flood. 


The flood and the monsters together 


materially reduced the Algonklan pop- 
ulation, but the remainder climbed im 


on the Turtle Island, or, Macklnac, nntl- 
Mlohabou, the Hercules of 
Algonkian 


mythology, came to their assistance and 
put a quietus on the flood and its author 
together. . .__ 


Another.-Algonkian, story preserved by 


the Chippewas is that a number of ser- 
pents, perhaps to retaliate for, the first 
one's defeat,^attempted to blot Mlchabou 
•himself out of the universe. They were 
taught the difference -between a man 
warrior and' a. wideawake, full sized 
demi-god when Michambou skinned the 
white chief of the. snake' party alive, 
and covering- himself with/the'•'sk'In'.Vas-'a 
convenient kind of armorplate chased th 
remaining .reptiles back into their own 
country beore they realized that they 
had been headed in that direction. 


The7- Iroquoiahs, competitors of the :A1- 


gonkians ^ln everything else, seem to 
have resolved -early not to be outdone 
.by -tKe. latter, in the telling of snake sto- 
ries. The Senecas relate that a serpent 
Besieged their forefathers in a-fort on 
the hill Gerund^wah, In northern Hew 
York, by the pro.oess of coiling himself 
entirely around the forf. 
Some of the 


Indians; .attempting to escape, walked 
down his -throat, whereupon one of the 
tribe who from'the*inside of the defenses 
-had prudently- watched the 
disappear- 


ance of "his relatives conceived the Idea 
of experimenting upon the monster's 
:\1tal3 witli - a poisoned-arrow. 


The -expedient was so successful that 


the serpent, went rolling down the hill, 
Clearing, off the-timber as he -went, and 
disgorging the heads of the people whom 
be had' swallowed into Lake , Canandl- 
agua, where' they still remain In the 
shape of large "black boulders. .Some 
patriotic 'Seneca,: realizing the deficien- 
cies of this narrative, seems to have^lm- 
proved upon it, for his tribesmen have 
another version, -asserting that two ser-

tricts began.
